TRUMAN'S BOMB A DUD 
A copyright story In the Christian Science 
Monitor by Roacoc Drumtnond telU of "Tin 
Truman Bomb They Couldn't Explode." The 
; "bomb," according to the author, wu a plan 
; to get a pledge from a decisive msjorlty of 
Democratic candidates for congress that they 
^would vote to make good the President' 
■promise to repeal the Taft-Hartley law os 
soon as the 81st congress met. 
' The plan, says Mr. Drummond, was dc- 
'Signed to solidify a rather apathetic labor 
vote behind Mr. Truman, and to give the 
country an exhibition of I^emocnitlc unity. 
It tailed, he states, when the President could 
not got enough vot«s to baclc him up. 

If this story Is true— and It would be a re- 
flection on Mr. Dnimmond's well-known abll 
Ity and Integrity to think otherwise— the 
failure can cause no particular surprise. It 
would hare been a dramatic political gesture, 
at least at the beginning. But It would have 
been dramatic principally because the leaders 
j of labor unions and their publicists have done 
' ; an amazingly thorough Job of negative press- 
j agentry on that law. 

■ Whether one agrees with Its alms or not, 
.the Job was something to admire. The very 
Jnames of Taft and Hartley, when compound- 
ed and hyphenated, fairly dripped villainy 
•^after the union campaign had gone to work 
on them. Yet surreya by careful and reliable 
pollsters ihowed that union members, while 
. overwhelmingly opposed to a much-de- 
;nounced "Taft-Hartley law." were not near- 
:ly so bitter about Its Individual provisions. 

It la the difference between the whole law, 
' as a synthetic symbol of imlon-bustlng, and 
: Its actual parbt that would have embarrassed 
[many of the'X>emocrats who-Mr, Drummond 
;iayi were asked to vote for its repeal. 

A majority of the Democrats In the 80th 
; congress voted for the law. A good many of 
:them were In the two-thirds majority that 
.passed It over the President's veto. Any 
-.pledge now would have contradicted the vot. 
'Ing record of a lot of .members who are up 
:for re-election. And the history of the law's 
jflnt year of operation would have made any 
^explanation of their change of heart sound 
rather lame. 

, No, the record of this first year of admin- 
:lstratlon, as opposed to the law's reputation 
:of lump-sum terrorism, could not have Justi- 
;fled outright repeal. Even a damaging rec- 
lord would scarcely have called for the drastic 
•action that the Democratic congressmen 
iwere asked to support. 
: For In asking for outright repeal— which 
;the Democrats might have had trouble In 
-gottlng-^the congressmen would have been 
laaklng, in effect, that the country's com 
;inerce and Industry operate with no labor- 
management relations law whatsoever. 
I Such laws are not drafted In a day. And 
;nntll a new bill was formulated, or unless the 
strategy was to" revive the Wagner act In toto 
;(a move that would have been not only un- 
;wlso but virtually Impossible) neither labor 
[nor management would have had any sort of 
.■specific legal protection In Its particular field. 
.■■Ihls would.haTe been a distinct disservice to 
organized labor — the very group that the 
:Presldent'a plan was calculated to please.

But It is also ars:ued by present-day etudenU 
that their efforts were largely patch-work. World 
war n curtailed their more far-reaching program. 

WATEB— Ur. Hoover wUI probably recommend 
creation of a cabinet department that wUt handle 
every question having even the remotest connecUon 
With conservation. Ho is also expected to urge tho 
organliatlon ot a "bureau of water." whose sole as- 
signment would be to prevent waste ot this npldly 
disappearing casenUal. 

Instead ot conalrucUon of downriver dams by 
army engineers, who have no understanding of or 
Interest In land and water, the future objective would 
bo to keep topsoU and water from tumbling down our

Is not 
the answer to the question of floods and droughts 
It U only a poultice on the earth's red wounds. 

FDRPOSC— Nor will a system of TVA'a do tho trick, 
for* they can benefit only a comparatively limited 
area. Enemies will undoubtedly charge that tlio 
Dcwey-Hoover plan Is designed to feather tho nest 
of the "power interests," 

But their answer Is that Uie benellu of publlo 
power cannot be discounted, and that there will be 
plenty ot room and opportunity for every kind of 
development required to keep tho U. S. self-suiUlnlng 
Indeed, aovcmor Warren U known as a strona 
advocate of the use of federal and state funds, where 
necessary, to build power. reclomaUon and Irrigation 
projects. He docs believe, however, that they should 
be multiple-purpose enterprUca. and not diverted 
almost exclusively to producUon of hydroelectrlclty 
as has been tho case at TVA.

THE FSrCHIANA MAM 
Prank Bruce Robinson who has Just died at Moacow. 
aged 03, after a four-year bout with heart disease, was 
one of Idaho's moat notable figures. Irrespective of 
what one thought of him and his new religion, which 
ha called "Pa>-chlana."' and many people thought a 
great many things of both. 

Frank Robinson had one distinction not so far as we' 
know claimed by any other founder of a religion. Tills 
one was frankly designed to Increase the convert'a 
earning power on this earth, and what It did for tta 
founder in this respect was not only admitted but 
frankly boasted. 

Robinson's literature set forth tha fact that ho was 
once a poor man. but he had received divine Inspira- 
tion ond now he had a tlno home, owned a lot of prop- 
erty, lived In one of the finest homes In the north 
Idaho city of many fine homes and drove a Cadillac 
Tlie writer once heard him teU a group of doubting 
newspapermen at a "buUfcst" during an editorial con- 
vention; "All this would leave tho reader cold. But I 
add one short sentence that galna his bitense Interest. 
It Is 'And you can do the Bome." " 

This wriUr knew Prank Robinson qulto well but 
never subscribed for hla pamphlets, hence knows them 
only by hearsay and from oral expooltlons of their con- 
tents by the founding father himself. Our own guess, for 
what little It might be worth. Is that Psychlana was no 
religion at all. but a mighty good piece of psychology. 
There Is little doubt that anyone Imbued with the 
Prank Robinson enthusiasm would bo a more effecUvs 
person, and we think a better person too. But wo 
wouldn't call that religion. (It some ot our readers do. 
dont send us any bombs, this Is a subject upon which 
good people may well disagree.] 

We suspect many people thought Prank Robinson 
hypocritical because he made a lot of money out of 
what he called a religion. At one time wo suspected 
this too, bat as we came to know blm better we con- 
cluded that ho sincerely believed he was helping his 
customers far more than he was chorslnc them. And 
"1 many cases we imagine ho did. 

Pttm all this you may conclude that— like him or 
not— Prank B. Robinson was one of the most remark- 
able men the Psclflo northwest has even known. In 
this you won't ba lar wrongv— Nampa Pree Press. 

WHAT SEWET SAID

This program has the support of all 
■*oncIea which have close contact 
with and Interest In publlo educa- 
tion In the state. It hos been t 
recommendation of the Bute Teach- 
ers association for more than t 
decade. 

The way Is now open to lecure 
tlicie Imprcrvcmenta. The present 
tiystcm docs not Kuamntco that 
qualllled and able persons will be 
placed In these Important posts. 
Further, the present system, espec- 
ially on the sUte level, mokes most 
difficult the cffecUve dlrecUon of 
• the publlo schools by even a quali- 
fied person. . 

There are 13 "county unit" school 
districts now operating. In each of 
which the district superlnlenilcnt 
and the county superhilcndcnt 
should be the some person. Why 
should the people in these counties 
iM forced to elect a "pollUcnl plum"? 
Every person In Idolio who has the 
best InUrests of the schools and of 
the education of the children of the 
atato at heart will vote "yes" on 
SJR B and SJR 11.

Howard Hlne, Twin Falls, U an ex- 
ample of one bride who not only 
Btayed In the United Btates, but 
now says she would not exchange 
America lor her home In England. 

Mn. Rlne left her home. 30 mllea: 
from London, two and one-half 
year* ago and came to tha fltatei 
with her T-month-old baby on the 
Queen Mary. 

"^efe were ^ulte * tew aurprUes 
In itore for me when I landed," ihe 
said. "I had never before seen a 
skyscriper. and Kow York was even 
larger than I had Imagined." 

l^a train trip from New York to 
Twin FalU brought still more aur- 
prlsca to Mrs. Hlne. She had never 
seen moimtatns or deserta and she 
expected all deserts to ItyA like 
pictures she had teen of tha Sahara 
with nothing but miles of aand 
visible. 

One of the first things that Im' 
preaaad Mrs. uine waa American 
food. It is much richer than any 
she had ever had. 

'I had a hard time getting used 
to IV she said, "but now I like it 
better than English food." 

Another revelation was thL __ . 
pllclty with which American women 
go about housekeeping. Weshtng 
machlne.1 and rcfrlgeraton are un' 
heard of in England. 

In spite of more than two yean 
of AmcrlcnnlzaUon, Mrs. Hlne still 
hns her English ncccnt When she 
rir.it arrived in Twin Palls ahe was 
constantly desleged with quesUons 
rrom people who wanted to hear 
her talk. Some even asked her If 
ahc were from tha south. 

Twin Palls offered more than one 
oddity to which Mn. HUie had to 
become accustomed. Flnit of all, 
Uicrn were no otopllghta In her 
home town and she was used to 
dodging traffic when crooslng 
streets. This led to com pi Icti lions 
when the tried darting between 
can here. 

AIm, she liad to get used to seeing 
people "driving on the wrong aide of 
the road, to soy nothing of the 
wronit Aide of the car." 

Rndloa presented another prob- 
lem. The British BroadcasUng com- 
pany has no advertising so when 
Mrs. Hlne heard a singing eorai 
mercliil for the rirst time It cnrao 
as Quite a shock to her. 

The garb of cowbc^ was no lets 
than amazing, and the first time 
she tried to ride a horse she Just 
"couldn't make tlie old plug ko." 
And cowboy songs ore dirfcrcnt, to 
say the lea.it. 

aha had her rirst experience with 
night clubs here. "In England peopla : 



dont do that sort ol thlnt," tht 
Bald. 

The only difference ahe haa found 
In American theaten la tha lack of 
reaerved seats. In English movies all 
seats are reserved and the further 
one alts from tha Krecn the men 
one paya. 

Women here dress more stylishly 
than those In England, ahe says. "I 
never wore levls before I came hare, 
but now I rind them more coo 
fortable than dresses." 

Mrs. Hlne has two tons, one 
yean and one 3 months old. Her 
friends have noticed that the older 
boy has a bit of a British accenL 

"I like America as well as I do 
England, she aald, "but after all. my 
relatives atUl, live In England. I 
do not want to go back to England 
to live, but It would be nice to go 
back tor a visit." 

Another "flnt" for Mn. Hlne was 
a pheasant hunL Although 
didn't shoot a pheasant, aha eiUoytd 
the hunt. 

"My friends In England tried to 
discourage me from coming to the 
United States." she said, "but ~ 
believe they were Just Jealous."

It L-ui't easy to be a mountle. 

"Ot the last 0,000 applicants only 
357 were accepted." said Dick, a 
niESed veteran of 40 who spent six 
years with Uie Canadian army ovcr- 

"We get them from all walks of 
lUe, but some of our best mountles 
have been formboys. They seem to 
know how to take care of them- 
selves belter." 

Every mountle still hns to learn 
to ride a horse and shoot a gun. but 
he also has to study some es tech- 
nical-subjects during his eight to 
nine-month tralnhig course. He 
starts his career at 13^0 a day plus 
food, clothing and quarters- There 
Is an extra allowance for married 
men, and they get a pension after 
3S years. 

Most mountles now travel by pa- 
trol cor. If they need a horse In the 
field they rent It— Irom a former or 
a riding academy. 

"We have les horses, but they are 
used only* for training purpooes," 
smiled the Inspector. 

"We still place much Importance 
on equitation. A man fhids his own 
level on a horse. If he's timid Uie 
horse will show It up. And riding 
helps build a man's sclt-contt- 
dence."

WASHINOTON — T h o hitherto 
■ untold story ot a famous pre-Peari 
harbor, Washington dinner poriy 
given by Donald 
M. Nelson is about 
to be revealed in 
full detail with 
the publication of 
Bruoe Cation's 
new book. "Tho 
War Lords of 
Washington." The 
story win prob- 
ably go down in 
capital history as 
one ot tho most 
painfully em- 
barrassing teosts 
of Bclshaszar ever held In this 
town of great social crises. 

If the story now soema old ond 
out of date. It Isn't at all. It has a 
kicker and a moral tor the ncv 
lords of Wo-ihlngton In lOlB, wno 
may be facing other Pearl , harbors. 

Bnico Catton will be remembered 
as a former NEA tervlco editorial 
-writer and columnist. Re resigned 
from active newspaper work to en- 
ter government service, ending the 
war as director of Information lor 
the war production hoard. He is 
now on the staff of Soerelary of 
Commeroe Charles Sawyer. HU book 
li an Inside story of big business 
Tersui the people In World war tl. 

The Nelson party With which Cat- 
ton opens his book was held In the 
North lounge ot Wanlilngtou's Carl- 
ton hotel, Dec 1, Illtl. There were 
M guests. They were the top men 
In the defense effort— leaders in 
Kovemment and do!lnr-a-year men 
irom private industry. 

Purpose of the party wim to gel 
them all together around a table, 

glme and teed them well and tlien 
the contented hour that followed, 
show that new dealers and big biul- 
nesomen were brothers under the 
sUn, able to make the defense ef- 
fort click after n couple of fumbling 
starts.
